Carroll County Delegation Meeting 


The Carroll County Delegation met April 6, 1966 at the County 
Home and after a delicious dinner we adjourned to the Court House 
for the budget hearing. Present were Commissioners Leighton, 
Brown, Smart, Paul Gray, Register of Deeds; Estella White, Register 
of Probate; Grant Floyd, Sheriff; John Damon, Extension Service; 
Stanley Covel, Council Member; William Paine, County Attomey; and 
Edward Stokes, Superintendent of the County Home. 


The meeting was called to order with Chairman Earl Remick 
presiding. The budget was presented by Commissioner Leighton 
with a request for a substitute of $2,500 for the $1,000 under Soldiers 
Aid, Commissioners Brown and Smart concurring. A recently ac- 
quired case proved to be very costly. There was a request to sub- 
stitute $9,500 for $8,500 under Direct Aid by Attorney William Paine. 
The sum of $1,000 to contract with Carroll County Community Serv- 
ices, Inc., to provide mental health services for the County. A re- 
quest was made by Supt. Stokes to substitute $25,000 for $21,000 
under provisions in Farm budget. 


Those present and voting in executive session were Representa- 
tives Howard, Fox, Farrington, Roberts, Williams, Hayes, Dorothy 
Davis, Kurth, Chamberlain, Esther Davis; Delegates Ruth Morrill, 
Florence Morey and Virginia Taylor. 


The budget was taken up item by item and it was moved by 
Rep. Roberts and seconded by Rep. Dorothy Davis that the total 
budget for 1966 be set at $302,100.00; the estimated revenue from 
the Farm be set at $90,000.00 plus the estimated revenue from other 
sources making a total estimated revenue from all sources except 
taxation of $93,100.00 This made the amount to be raised by taxa- 
tion $209,500.00. It was so voted and moved by Delegate Morey 
and seconded by Delegate Morrill.

Representatives Donalda Howard, Dorothy Davis, Russell Claflin and 
Arthur Fox. 


After a delicious dinner, the meeting was called to order, and 
we proceeded to take the budget up, item by item, the report being in 
order except for Sheriff and Deputies and Court Attendance. Sheriff 
Floyd explained that the Superior Court had raised the pay for Court 
Attendance to $22.00 per day from June 1, 1966. 


The Sheriff asked the delegation for their opinion on full-time 
deputies. Representative Roberts requested some figures on cost of 
operating with full time Deputies be brought in at the next quarterly 
meeting, along with Radio set-up. Money voted for riot squad is 
being returned to Commissioners by Sheriff Floyd as sufficient interest 
is not being shown to maintain a full time volunteer squad. 


Representative Esther Davis asked for opinions on some remem- 
brance for Mary Brown. Representative Dorothy Davis moved, 
seconded by Representative Roberts that the full delegation be con- 
sulted as to what is appropriate. 

There being no further business the meeting was adjourned.

DELEGATION MEETING NOVEMBER 18, 1966 


The Carroll County Delegation meeting on November 18, 1966 
at the Court House in Ossipee. 


Present were: Commissioners Brown and Smart. Delegation 
members were: Donalda Howard, Milburn Roberts, Vice Chairman; 
Esther Davis, Clerk; Thayne Williams, Dorothy Davis, Richard Kurth, 
Earle Remick, Chairman; Arthur Fox, Leslie Chamberlain, Russell 
Claflin, Florence Morey and Virginia Taylor. 

With Chairman Remick presiding, the meeting was called to 
order. Sheriff Floyd presented the speakers on the radio set-up. 
First speaker was Mr. Johnson from Maine; second speaker, Mr. 
Wright from Laconia who spoke on mobile units and their operation. 
Third speaker Sheriff Crockett of Belknap County, who spoke on 
the radio set-up in Belknap County and its efficiency. Fourth speaker, 
Mr. Betz of Rockingham, representing Sheriff Sampson, spoke on 
the need for radio communication for people in law enforcement. 

Sheriff Floyd spoke on the need to improve radio contacts and 
feels that a radio set-up for the County Sheriff's department will be 
of great assistance in preventing crime as well as cutting down the 
size of the incident when help is more easily contacted by radio. 

There was a question and answer period. Commissioners Brown 
and Smart spoke in favor of the proposed set-up, and County Attorney 
Paine and Attorney Walker both spoke in favor. The Delegation 
went on record as favoring it. 

There were a number of interested persons from the County 
present and there was no one speaking against the proposal. 

The open meeting was then adjourned, and the Sheriff spoke to 
the Delegation on full-time Deputies for better law enforcement, 
stating his willingness to work with a committee on this. 

The question of the Anti-Riot Squad unused funds being trans- 
ferred to the Radio fund. County Attorney Paine was consulted. 

It was moved by Roberts and seconded by Williams . . . and 
the Delegation approved the radio set-up as presented by Sheriff 
Floyd, this day, and that the sum of $4,000.00 Anti-Riot Squad funds 
be transferred for the radio system, upon the legal opinion of the 
present County Attorney, William Paine. 

It was the unanimous vote of the Delegation present and. voting. 

The Executive Committee of the Delegation then went into 
session for their regular quarterly meeting. The Budget was dis- 
cussed and the overspending in some departments as unavoidable, 
this being the general opinion. After a short session the meeting was 


adjourned.

Delegation members present were: 


Donalda Howard, Richard Kurth, Dana Farrington, Earle Remick, 
Chairman Milburn Roberts, Leslie Chamberlain, Esther Davis, Clerk; 
Russell Claflin, Thayne Williams, Ruth Morrill, J. Donald Hayes, 
John Morrison, Dorothy Davis and Florence Morey. 


The budget was taken up item by item. Council President 
Shumway Marshall presented the Extension budget. Question by 
Milburn Roberts (How do you justify a 25% increase over 1965). 
Reply by John Damon, pertaining to salaries, paid by County, State 
and Federal funds, last request was 4 or 5 years ago, and no request 
for raise since. Question by Esther Davis (How much of an increase 
in participation in Group Training program?) Marion Stocking had 
141 meetings and nearly tripled the number of teaching consultations 
with individuals. Favorable comment on the work being done by 
the Extension Service in all departments was given by Florence Morey, 
Dana Farrington, and John Morrison. 


Register of Deeds, Paul Gray, asking for two new desks and 
chairs, new racks and four plan books. These account for the increase 


in his request. 


Register of Probate Estella White asking new forms. Change in 
forms make it necessary to replace old forms. 


Clerk of Court budget presented by Sheriff Floyd. No questions. 
Sheriff and Deputies budget presented by Sheriff Floyd. Ex- 
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plained increase in Court costs, pertaining to number of criminals 
apprehended and in jail now. 


County Home budget presented by Edward Stokes requesting 
increase in Nurse’s salaries and one more full time Nurse. 


Gafney Library budget presented by Horace Richter, who also 
explained Library Services. 


Commissioner Leighton spoke on the budget and explained the 
Architect’s Fees. Having consulted with several Architects, and con- 
tractor Duprey, and visited several hospitals, the plan now under con- 
sideration calls for 46 wards, two beds in each and four private rooms, 
a dining room seating 50 persons with a Chapel at one end, two 
sunparlors with fireplaces, reception room, offices for Superintendent 
and Doctor, a therapy room, model kitchen and sprinkler system. 
The hospital to be erected 200 feet north of jail for the purpose of 
water economy. The estimated cost at the time the Commissioners 
consulted with Architect Hersey was approximately $494,000.00. 
This does not include federal or state funds (which we may qualify 


for). 


Attorney William Paine requested that a special item of $1,000.00 
be added to the budget for a mental health clinic. 


There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned 
The Chairman requesting the Delegation to remain; after discussion 
on the Architect’s fee, the Chair called for a show of hands .. . those 
in favor of entering into a gentlemen’s agreement with the Commis- 
sioners in favor of the Architect’s fee as requested. The vote, with 
the exception of one abstaining, was all in favor, this being only an 
agreement, as there must be Executive action and hearing before 
any vote can be taken. Moved by Morey to adjourn. So voted.

In accordance with the Public Statutes, State of New Hampshire, 
the Commissioners of Carroll County submit their annual report. This 
together with the report of the Superintendent of the County Farm 
and other county officers, is hereby tendered: 


A study of the proposed new 100-bed infirmary at the County 
Home in Ossipee was thoroughly undertaken by this board. After 
deep and probing investigations of costs, estimates, plans offered, etc., 
Irving W. Hersey, Assoc. of Durham, N. H., was selected as the 
architect-engineer to further develop the plans. 


Final papers were filed giving Carroll County a good and suffi- 
cient land title deed to 3 A. m/I located in the rear of the County 
Courthouse. This will allow future development of drainage to park- 
ing facility for the courthouse. The cost of land acquisition was 
$300.00 


Despite rapidly rising welfare costs, the 66 budget was sufh- 
cient ta serve the County with a cash balance of $45,789.86 on 
December 31, 1966. This was due to excellent work by all Carroll 
County departments. 


This report is truly one of progress and a long range betterment 
program that will be in the best interest of most people of Carroll 
County.

The office of the County Attorney for the year January 1, 1966 
to December 31, 1966 submits the following report. 


The Grand Jury met in May and September with the large 
number of cases being presented during the May sitting. The County 
Attorney appeared for the State in the Superior Court in several 
trials and a number of arraignments and rentenaries. The County 
Attorney also appeared for the State in the three District Courts 
assisting both law enforcement officers in trials and bound over court 
hearings, also assisting the State Welfare Department on non-support 
cases. Once again a large number of petitions were submitted under 
the U.R.E.S.A. for residents of Carroll County in order to seek sup- 
port from out of State sources who were delinquent in support. 


With the help of the law enforcement association a seminar 
was held both at Kingswood Regional High and Kennett High Schools 
for the students of the schools. A four-part course for law enforce- 
ment officers was held at the Court House in Ossipee for members 
of the law enforcement association and others on the ramifications 
of recent Supreme Court decisions and the changes in Investigation 
and Interrogation techniques that were recessitated thereby. These 
classes were well attended and there was excellent participation by 
those in attendance. 


Once again I would like to express my appreciation for the 
excellent manner in which the local police, Sheriff's Department, 
State Police, and the Conservation Officers carried out their duties. 
Certainly the citizens of Carroll County should be grateful for the 
dedication of those men.

CHANGES IN THE 1967 COOPERATIVE 
EXTENSION SERVICE PROPOSED BUDGET 


Personal Services 


Agents — This item is the Carroll County share of the Extension 
Agent’s salaries. Since the Agents’ salaries from State funds are fixed 
by laws at $2200 per agent, merit salary increases must come from 
Federal funds and from County funds. There are no 1967 Federal 
funds available for salary increases. This budget item increase of 
16% represents a salary increase to the agent of 5%. 


Clerical — The increase is to be used for merit increases for two 
clerical staff members and for an additional part-time clerical staff 
member. 

Travel 

This item decreased $125. from 1966 because the Agents find 

that more time is spent in the office planning and conducting meetings. 
Communication 

An increase of $95. in this item is needed to cover increased 
telephone expenses. 

Repairs to Equipment 

The increase of $40. will be used to place the photo copy 
machine under service contract.
